Lasers Achieve 
Advance Toward 


Miniature Sun 


LOS ALAMOS. ΝΙΜ., March 7 
(UPI}.—The Los Alamos Scien- 
tifle Laboratory seid it has 
achieved a key step in using 
lasers to create a miniature sun, 
@ Process with potential military 
use and more distant application 
as @ source of clean energy. 

A spokesman said that the 
Yaboratory: had imploded . fuel 
pellets with a blast of light from 
@ carbon dioxide laser, producing 
low levels of neutron radiation. 

That implosion produced a 
brief flare of nuclear_fusion, the 
process that makes the sun burn 
and gives hydrogen bombs their 
power. Expanding the achieve- 
ment could result in a lsser 
nuclear fusion reactor. 

“These results indicate impor- 
tant progress toward the goals 
of laser fusion of long-term 
energy production and near-term 
military applications.” said. an 
Energy Research and Develop- 
ment Administration spokesman 
in Washington. 

Development of fusion Teac- 
tions triggered by a carbon di- 
oxide laser may “lop 10 or even 
20 years from the generally ac- 
cepted time required for devel- 
opment of a fusion reactor,” said 
Dr. Gene McCall, 2 Los Alamos 
researcher. Officials cautioned 
that many more years of re- 
search will be needed since a 
neutron output a Dillion times 
higher than what has been 
achieved so far will be neces- 
sary for useful energy production.

U.S. Drops Bid to Query Russia on Dissident: 


GENEVA, March 7 (UPI).—The 
United States today withdrew an 
attempt to have the United Na- 
tions Commission on Human 
Rights question the Soviet Union 
on the fate of dissidents. 

US. chief delegate Allard 
Lowenstein decided against forc- 
ing the issue after nonaligned 
representatives told him they did 
not want to get involved in a 
big-power quarrel. 

He submitted his proposal to 
the commission Friday in the 
form of a drait telegram to be 
sent to Moscow requesting im- 
formation on reported arrests of 
dissidents. 

Mr. Lowenstein withdrew his 
demand for a vote at the 33d 
session of the commission, in 
which the Communist and Third 
World countries have an over- 
whelming majority. 

He said several delegates ap- 
proached him to say that their 
governments did not want to be 
put in a situation in which they 
would have to take sides. 

“I come to the conclusion that 
it would be wiser to withdraw 
the proposal and leave it for 
the time being,” he told the com- 
mission. 

Mr. Lowenstein said, however, 
that the United States was 
“much encouraged” by the level 
of discussion on the subject. 

He stressed the importance of 
the right to criticize and com- 
mented that “if détente is de- 
pendent on suspending criticism, 
then it is not true détente” 

Soviet delegate Valerlan Zorin 
on Friday warned that the U.S.

cold war.”

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Brazil’s Nuclear Choice 


Has President Carter, by barging in hard, 
toughened rather than softened Brazil's de- 
termination to build a nuclear-power system 
With a potential for later producing a bomb? 
This 1s at least suggested, though not proven, 
by the hotly nationalistic Brazilian reaction 
to Mr, Carter's initial handling of the issue. 
Before his election, Mr Carter pronounced 
Brazil's nuclear program unecceptable. Quce 
in office, he dispatched Vice-President Mon- 
dale to get West Germany to revoke its treaty 
commitment to sell Brazil a full nuciear- 
nower cycle including technology usable for 
bomb-building. He did so. moreover, with- 
out any real consultation with Brazil 

The response from Rio was about what 
you’d expect. Even Brazilians skeptical 
about their country’s nuclear program on 
economic grounds were so aroused by what 
they took to be Mr. Carter's insensitive 
bludgeoning that they swung to support 
the government's full-cycle position. Brazil, 
which has yet to accept the Nuclear Non- 


proliferation Treaty, insists nonetheless that . 


it won't build its own bomb. But it has 
so far refused to accept formal international 
constraints. Mr. Carter's attack got its 
pride up. 

Quiet diplomacy is being tried. Deputy

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U.S. Navy: A New Course? 


President Carter won quite 2 victory last 
week when the House voted to support him 
on a defense budget cut. Mr. Carter wanted 
to eliminate funds for a fourth Nimitz-class 
nuclear-powered aircraft carrier for the 
Navy. The Ford administration had been 
all over the place on this question, finally 
ending up in opposition to the carrier in 
the aftermath of the presidential election. 
But the real drive to eliminate the funds 
and, via them, the carrier itself, eame from 
the Carter administration. It is possible 
that the legislators will at some point re- 
verse themselves, but the victory looks pretty 
solid at the moment. 

Understandably, attention has focused on- 
a rather poignant and dramatic aspect of 
the conflict: It pitted Mr. Carter against 
Adm, Rickover, the man he claims waa his 
model and inspiration as a young naval 
officer. But Adm. Rickover was scarcely 
alone in lobbying for the nuclear carrier. 
And the conflict involved far more than a 
test of wills between two powerful men who 
are friends. Notably, the new secretary of 
the Navy sided with the President. But the 
earrier was strongly supported in Congress 
‘py the Navy's senior officers who testified in 

. Its behalf; and thetr defeat—first by a single 
vote In the House Appropriations Committee 
hnd then by 101 votes on the House floor 
—may mark an important turning point in 
naval affatrs.

Power in Congress Draws Campaign Funds

WASHINGTON, March 7 
(NYT)—Members of the Senate 
Finance and House Ways and 
Means Conittees, among the 
most powerful in Congress, 
received more than $2 million in 
campaign coutributions from spe- 
cialinterest groups representing 
business, labor and professional 
associations the last time they 
sought re-election. 

On the average. political action 
committees mterested in cuitivat- 
ing legislative influence gave 
nearly $42,000 each to the 49 
men and women who had served 
on the key financial committees 
and were trying to retain their 


more than these special-interest 
froups gave to the average 
Senate and House candidate in 
last year’s general election, which 
came to roughly $25,000 for the 
nearly 900 Democrata and Re- 
publicans who ran for Congress. 

The Finance sud Ways and 
Means Committees are critically 


important to corporate, labor and 


professional ‘interests because 
they handle all legislation invol7- 
ing taxes, social security, medica} 
assistance to the aged and needy, 
and welfare. 

Reports filed with the Federal 
Blection Commission show that 
business, corporate and profes- 
sional committees provided 62 per 
cent of the $2,055,000 invested by 

ial interests in the campaigns 
of members of the two fiscal com- 
mittees, while labor commitiees 
contributed the remaining 38 per 
cent. 3 
Corporate Expansion 

Records of last year’s election 
provide the fullest picture ever 
available of canipaign activity by 
business and labor groups. Ai- 
though union committees have 
been active for a number of 
years. full reporting has been 
required only since 1912. Corpo- 
rate political activity, which was 
formally ratified by the election 
commission in 1975, expanded ex- 
tensively last year. 

Altogether, special-interest con- 
tributions financed about 81 of 
every 85 spent on re-election 
campaigns by members of the 
two committees.

while House candidates averaged 
$78,000. In both groups can- 
didates raised nearly $25,000 
more than they spent. 

In_most cases, members of both 
committees had little difficulty 
winning re-election. Of the 17 
senators, only two lost. Of the 
32 Ways and Means members, 
three lost, 

Reflecting party control of bath 
houses of Congress, special-in- 
terest groups gave $1.47 million 
to Democratic Finance and Wars 
and Means members but only 
$586.000 to their Republican 
counterparts. 

Labor commitrees gave $754,000 
to Democrats on the two com- 
mittees, compared with $18,600 
given to Republicans. Business 
and professional groups divided 
their contributions more evenly—

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Swiss Study Solar Energy Project for Alps 


BERN, March 7 (AP).~A pro- 
posal for creating solar energy 
Séations high In the Alps to 
reduce Swiwerland’s dependence 
on oil is under study by the gov- 
ernment. 

The plan envisages 40 such sta- 
tions, essentially mirror fields on 
mountain slopes, and the authors 
said they could generate enough 
electric power to cover 10 per 
cent of the energy that Switzer- 
land που need by the end of 
the century. 

The pian is being examined by 
a special government commission 
formed to work out a national 
energy policy. The policy will 
take account of all present and 
future sources, including oil, 
thermal, nuclear, solar, geother- 
mal and even wind energy. 

Although the commission is not 
expected to report before the end 
of this year, it made public the 
solar energy project in advance 
to stimulate interest and an open 
debate in the industry and the 
general public, officials said. 

Cooperation Agreement 

Shortly after the project was 
published, the government an- 
nounced that it had signed a co- 
operation agreement with the 
Paris-based International Energy 
Agency for research and develop- 
ment of solar energy.

As it stands, the project pro- 
vides that a station would have 
mirrors, 7 by 7 meters in area, 
Mounted on supports up to 9 
meters high to prevent damage 
from snow in winter and sturdy 
enough to withstand winds up 
to 150 kilometers an hour. 

The mirrors would direct the 
sun's rays onto a boiler mounted 
on a 220-meter-high column, In 
operational (sunshine) periods, 
the area in the vicinity of the 
botler would become so hot that 
a bird flying into it would be 
carbonized immediately. 

Electric Power Generator 

Steam created in the boiler 
would be conducted inte a tur- 
bine driving an electric power 
fenerator. To obtain the desired 
temperature, the total surface of 
mirrors must be a thousand times 
that of the boiler, 

To generate a maximum elec- 
tric power of about 100 mega- 
watis in ideal light conditions at 
midday, the total mizror surface 
would have to be 500,000 square 
meters, Assuming a total sun-

. Big Firms, Government Try 


A5-Day Workweek in Japan 


TOKYO, March 7 (AP-DJ).— 
‘While the United States is mov- 
ing toward a four-day workweek, 
Japan is cutting its week from 
six days to five. 

According to the Ministry of 
Labor, 44 per cent of all Japanese 
enterprises operated on five-day 
Schedules .averaging almost 42 
hours a week as of September, 
1975, the last period on which 
Such information has been collat- 
ed. That total was up sharply 
from a mere 4 per cent in 1970. 
The rest generally worked six- 
day weeks averaging 47 hours. 


“The tally, however, imeludes 
companies that run five-day 
weeks only once or twice a month. 
Moreover, the shortened work 
schedules are generally confined 
to larger concerns. Fully 84 per 
cent of major companies—those 
with 1,000 or more employees— 
ran five-day operations at least 

of the time, But only 26 
Per cent of the companies with 
dess than 100 workers had edopt- 
ed the system. 


One-Year Experiment 
‘The Japanese government has 


been experimenting with the five-; 


day week on a limited basis since 
last October, but it is uncertain 
whether the one-year trial will 
be extended. The government's 
transport, defense and postal and 
telecommunications agencles have 
all refused to go along with the 
test. And most government of- 
fices still remain open on Satur- 
days, with some workers getting 
every other Saturday off. 

Japanese banks were scheduled 
to start a five-day week, but they 
postponed the switch indefinitely 
last year. 

The Federation of Bankers 
blames the delay on faflure “to 
get a public consensus over the 
projected action” and says “banks 
couldn't ignore complaints from
